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Passenger surrenders after NH bus bomb scare

PORTSMOUTH, N.H. 
- A nine-hour bomb scare 
aboard a Maine-to-New 
York Greyhound bus ended 
peacefully Thursday night 
when the lone remaining 
passenger walked off it with 
his hands over his head. The 
other 16 passengers and the 
driver had left the bus safely 
hours earlier. 

Nodetails aboutthepassenger 
were immediately released, 
and the bus remained parked 
in downtown Portsmouth 
with a bomb squad on the 
scene. 

“He is in custody,” police 
Capt. Mike Schwartz said. 
“No one is injured.”

UK exit polls: Tories 
Win most seats, not 
maiority as hoped

LONDON (AP) — The Conservatives captured the largest 
number of seats and the ruling Labour Party suffered substantial 
losses Thursday in Britain’s national election, according to 
television projections based on exit polls. 

The proj ected result did not bode well for Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown, Britain’s prime minister since 2007, and triggered 
widespread uncertainty over who will form the next government. 
The country’s top three parties — the Conservatives, Labour 
and the Liberal Democrats — immediately began jockeying for 
position in possible coalition. 

Frustrated voters, meanwhile, said they were turned away from 
polling stations and some stations appeared overwhelmed by late 
voter turnout — a sign of the intense interest in this election. 
An analysis by Britain’s main television networks suggested

David Cameron’s Conservative party will win 305 House of 
Commons seats, short of the 326 seats needed for a majority.

ON THE GULF OF MEXICO bottom of the sea Thursday 
(AP) — Workers gathered in a risky and untested bid to 


capture most of the gushing 
crude and avert a wider 
environmental disaster. 

“We haven’t done this before. 
It’s very complex and we can’t 
guarantee it,” BP spokesman 
David Nicholas warned. 

The 100-ton containment 
vessel is designed to collect 
as much as 85 percent of the 
oil spewing into the Gulf 
and funnel it up to a tanker. 
It could take several hours to 
lower it into place by crane, 
after which a steel pipe will 
be installed between the top 
of the box and the tanker. 
The whole structure could be 
operating by Sunday. 

The mission took on added 
urgency as oil started washing 
up on delicate barrier islands. 
The technology has been used 
a few times in shallow waters, 
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but never at such extreme 
depths — 5,000 feet down, 
where the water pressure is 
enough to crush a submarine. 
The box — which looks a lot 
like a peaked, 40-foot-high 
outhouse, especially on the 
inside, with its rough timber 
framing — must be accurately 
positioned over the well, or it 
could damage the leaking pipe 
and make the problem worse. 
BP spokesman Doug Suttles 
said he is not concerned 
about that happening. 
Underwater robots have been 
clearing pieces of pipe and 
other debris near where the 
box will be placed to avoid 
complications. 

“We do not believe it could 
make things worse,” he said. 
Other risks include ice clogs 
in the pipes — a problem 
that crews will try to prevent 
by continuously pumping in 
warm water and methanol — 
and the danger of explosion 
when separating the mix of oil, 
gas and water that is brought 
to the surface. 

“I’m worried about every 
part, as you can imagine,” 
said David Clarkson, BP 
vice president of engineering 
projects. 

If the box works, a second one 
now being built may be used 
to deal with a second, smaller 
leak from the sea floor. 
“Hopefully, it will work 
better than they expect,” first 
mate Douglas Peake told The 
Associated Press aboard the 
ship that brought the box to 
the site. The AP is the only 
news organization on board 
the vessel. 

The well blew open on April 20 
when the Deepwater Horizon 
drilling platform exploded 
50 miles out in the Gulf of 
Mexico, killing 11 workers. It 
has been spewing an estimated 
200,000 gallons a day in the 
nation’s biggest oil spill since 
the Exxon Valdez disaster in 
Alaska in 1989. 

Interior Secretary Ken Salazar 
on Thursday halted all new 
offshore drilling permits 
nationwide until at least the 
end of the month while the 
government investigates the 
Gulf spill. 

Oil slicks stretched for miles 
off the Louisiana coast, where 


desperate efforts were under 
way to skim, corral and set 
the petroleum ablaze. People 
in Mississippi, Alabama and 
Florida watched in despair. 
The dropping of the box is 
just one of many strategies 
being pursued to stave off a 
widespread environmental 
disaster. BP is drilling 
sideways into the blown-out 
well in hopes of plugging 
it from the bottom. Also, 
oil company engineers are 
examining whether the leak 
could be shut off by sealing it 
from the top instead. 

The technique, called a “top 
kill,” would use a tube to shoot 
mud and concrete directly into 
the well’s blowout preventer, 
BP spokesman Bill Salvin 
said. The process would take 
two to three weeks, compared 
with the two to three months 
needed to drill a relief well. 

On Thursday, oil reached 
several barrier islands off the 
Louisiana coast, many of them 
fragile animal habitats. Several 
birds were spotted diving into 
the oily, pinkish-brown water, 
and dead jellyfish washed up 
on the uninhabited islands. 
“It’s all over the place. We 
hope to get it cleaned up 
before it moves up the west 
side of the river,” said Dustin 
Chauvin, a 20-year-old shrimp 
boat captain. “That’s our 
whole fishing ground. That’s 
our livelihood.” 

During a visit to Biloxi, 
Mississippi, Homeland 

Security Secretary Janet 
Napolitano said of the 
containment vessel: “I hope it 
works. 

But we are still proceeding as 
if it won’t. If it does, of course, 
that will be a major positive 
development.” 

“We are facing an evolving 
situation,” she warned. 
“The possibility remains 
that the BP oil spill could 
turn into an unprecedented 
environmental disaster. The 
possibility remains that it will 
be somewhat less.” 
Meanwhile, a six-member 
board composed of 
representatives of the Coast 
Guard and the federal 
Minerals Management Service 
will begin investigating the 
accident next week.Q

Ramapo Chief of Police 
Peter Brower said Taylor was 
cooperative when police woke 
him up around 4 a.m. Taylor 
was arraigned Thursday on 
charges of third-degree rape 
and patronizing a prostitute. 
“I’m not that important,” 
Taylor told a scrum of media 
after being released on 
$75,000 bail. 

His attorney, Arthur Aidala, 
said Taylor is a “loving family 
man” who did not have sex 
with the teenager. 

“My client did not have sex 
with anybody,” Aidala said.

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Home renovators alert House passes Caulkers bill

WASHINGTON (AP) — Homeowners could collect 
thousands of dollars in Cash for Caulkers rebates for 
renovating their homes with better insulation and energy¬ 
saving windows and doors under a new economic stimulus 
bill the House of Repsententives passed Thursday. 

The Home Star bill, passed 246-161, would authorize $6 
billion over two years for a program that supporters — 
mostly Democrats — said would have the added benefits 
of invigorating the slumping construction industry and 
making the earth a little cleaner. 

“Home Star is that solid investment that’s going to achieve 
that hat trick of energy savings for the homeowner, of 
moving toward a cleaner environment and of creating jobs 
here at home,” said bill sponsor Peter Welch, a Democrat. 
Republicans overwhelmingly opposed the bill, and they 
were able to attach a condition that it would be terminated 
if Democrats do not come up with a way to pay for it. 

The measure has come to be dubbed Cash for Caulkers, a 
takeoff on the popular 2009 Cash for Clunkers initiative 
that rewarded people for replacing gas-guzzling vehicles 
with more fuel-efficient models. 

Cault is a waterproof sealant and fill. A clunker is an old 
car or truck. 

President Barack Obama has promoted the bill, which also 
needs Senate approval. 

The initiative is separate from an energy tax credit of up to 
$1,500 that was included in last year’s economic stimulus 
act. That credit for energy efficiency improvements runs 
through the end of this year. 

Supporters estimate that 3 million households would make 
use of the new program, saving $9.2 billion in energy costs 
over a 10-year period. They said it would create 168,000 
jobs, mainly in the recession-hit construction industry. 
“Nearly one in four workers in the home construction 
and services industry has been laid off,” said Energy 
and Commerce Committee chairman Henry Waxman, 
a Democrat. “Passing Home Star says, ‘Help is on the 
way.’” 

Republicans were more skeptical, saying the price tag was 
too high at a time of mounting federal debts.Q

The ordeal began around 
11:30 a.m. Thursday when a 
passenger called 911 to report 
an explosive device on board, 
leading police to evacuate 
buildings and streets and call 
the passengers out under the 
watch of a sharpshooter in 
an armored vehicle. One man 
remained on board and did 
not walk out until just before 
9 p.m. 

The man, wearing camouflage 
pants without a shirt, stepped 
off the bus with his hands high 
over his head. He then went to 
his knees before soon getting 
up and appearing to follow 
orders from police to walk 
away from the bus. 
Throughout the day, police 
kept the curious at a distance 
and gave little information of 
what was happening on the 
bus. 

They said they established 
a way to communicate with 
the remaining passenger but 
wouldn’t give details of that 
communication. 

Family members of some 
passengers who gathered at 
the Portsmouth police station 
said their relatives did not feel 
threatened aboard the bus; 
several said the passengers 
were confused and more 
frightened by the police 
response. 

The 911 call came after the 
bus arrived in the seaside city 
of Portsmouth and was “based 
on someone’s observations,” 
Schwartz said. He had not 
heard of any threat being 
made. 

The driver “received a report 
of suspicious activity” while 
making the routine stop on 
the trip from Bangor to New 
York City and followed his 
training to secure the bus 
and notify police, Greyhound 
spokeswoman Maureen 
Richmond said. 

The driver parked the bus and 
got out, but the passengers 
remained on board for more 
than two hours while police 
surrounded it and cleared the 
area of people. 

When they did leave, it was 
very slowly, separated by 
several minutes each. They 
carried no purses or bags, and 
most held their hands aloft as 
they passed officers with their 
weapons drawn. 

Passengers were screened 


individually when they got off 
the bus — much like an airport 
security check — and were 
taken to the police station to be 
interviewed. None appeared 
to be injured as they left the 
bus; Schwartz said one was 
taken to a hospital because of 
a medical condition. 

Some passengers resumed 
their trip on a replacement 
bus just before 8 p.m., an hour 
after the original bus had been 
scheduled to arrive in New 
York. Others skipped the trip 
and were picked up. 
Greyhound said it would 


arrange to reunite passengers 
with their luggage and 
personal items they were 
forced to leave behind. 

Joe Law, of Hudson, N.H., 
said he was walking toward 
his parked car when he saw 
the bus pull over. Law said 
the driver got off, ran to the 
back of the bus and pulled 
part of its back door down. He 
said the driver appeared to do 
something to disable the bus, 
then yelled, “get away from 
the bus,” before running 
down the street.□

Nick Clegg’s Liberal 
Democrats were seen as 
winning 61 seats — far less 
than had been expected. 
Smaller parties got 29 other 
seats. 


The projection suggests that 
the Conservatives will gain 95 
seats, Labour will lose 94 and 
the Liberal Democrats will 
lose one. 

If the vote does not give any 
party a majority, that could 
produce a destabilizing period 


of political wrangling and 
uncertainty. Brown could 
resign if he feels the results 
have signaled he has lost his 
mandate to rule, or he could 
try to stay on as leader and 
seek a deal in which smaller 
parties would support him. 
“Let’s see how it pans out. 
Gordon will know whether 
he should stay on or not,” 
Labour Home Secretary Alan 
Johnson said. “I think Gordon 
deserves the dignity to look at 
these things and make up his 
own mind.” 

Hard results began to trickle 
in about an hour after polls 
closed. The first seat to declare, 
Houghton and Sunderland 
South in northern England, 
was retained by Labour. 
Hundreds of British voters 
across the country claimed 
they were unable to vote 
because they were left still 
standing in long lines when 
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polls closed at 10 p.m. 

Police in London said they 
were called to a polling station 
in east London when about 50 
angry voters denied the chance 
to cast their ballot staged a sit- 
in protest. Voters in Sheffield, 
Newcastle and elsewhere 
in London also complained 
that they had been denied a 
vote because of lines as polls 
closed. Theresa May, a senior 
Conservative Party lawmaker, 
said the exit poll result showed 
Labour’s heaviest losses since 
1931, and that the incumbent 
party had lost “the legitimacy 
to govern.” 

But Labour’s Business 
Secretary, Peter Mandelson, 
pointed out that the sitting 
prime minister is traditionally 
given the first chance to form 
a government. 

“The rules are that if it’s a 
hung Parliament, it’s not the 
party with the largest number 
of seats that has first go, it’s 
the government,” he said. “I 
have no problem in principle 
in trying to supply this country 
with a stable government.” 

He extended an olive branch 
to the Liberal Democrats, 
who have called to end the 
first-past-the-post system, 
where the number of districts 
won — not the popular vote 
— determines who leads the 


country. 

“There has to be electoral 
reform as a result of this 
election,” Mandelson said. 
“First-past the-post is on its 
last legs.” 

The results may yet change. 
Projecting elections based 
on exit polls is inherently 
risky — particularly in an 
exceptionally close election 
like this one. Polls are based 
on samples — in this case 
18,000 respondents — and 
always have some margin of 
error. 

Britain’s census is nine years 
out of date and the polling 
districts haven’t caught up to 
population shifts. Many voters 
also refuse to respond to exit 
polls. Thousands have also 
already cast postal ballots but 
those results don’t factor into 
the exit polls. About 12 percent 
cast postal ballots in 2005. 
The election result would be 
disastrous news for the Liberal 
Democrats, Britain’s longtime 
third party, who enjoyed 
a big poll surge after the 
charismatic Clegg appeared in 
televised TV debates. Liberal 
Democrat deputy leader Vince 
Cable described the outcome 
of the exit poll as “very 
strange” and insisted they had 
been “horribly wrong” in the

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Mumbai attacks gets death

MUMBAI, India (AP) — An 
Indian court sentenced the 
only surviving gunman from 
the 2008 Mumbai attacks to 
death, a punishment officials 
hoped would send a message 
to archrival Pakistan to stop 
future violence as fears about 
the global reach of militancy 
based on its soil grow. 

Judge M.L. Tahaliyani gave 
Mohammed Ajmal Kasab 
multiple death sentences 
Thursday for murder, waging 
war against India, conspiracy 
and terrorism. He also handed 
down penalties for over two 
dozen other offenses ranging 
to life in prison. 

“He shall be hanged by 
his neck until he is dead,” 
Tahaliyani said. 

Kasab cried silently as he heard 
the penalties, his shoulders 
shaking as he hid his face with 
his hand. Guards helped him 
out of the courtroom briefly 
for a glass of water. 

A photograph of Kasab, 22, 
striding through Mumbai’s 
main train station, an assault 
rifle in hand, became the 
iconic image of the three- 
day siege in November 2008 
that claimed the lives of 166 
people. 

Kasab was one of 10 young 
Pakistanis who attacked 
two luxury hotels, a Jewish 
center and a busy train station 
in India’s financial capital. 
Millions watched the mayhem 
unfold live on television. 
Kasab’s sentence must be 
reviewed by the High Court. 
He can also appeal the decision 
and apply for clemency to the 
state and central governments, 
although his lawyer said no 
decision had been made on 
whether to do so. 

Such motions often keep 
convicts on death row for 
years, even decades. 

India’s last execution — of 
a man convicted of the rape 
and murder of a schoolgirl 
— occurred in 2004. 

Many convicts simply wait 
as bureaucratic disregard — 
some say deliberate neglect 
by politicians leery of capital 
punishment — effectively 
converts a death sentence into 


life in prison. 

In his verdict, the judge 
said Kasab volunteered for 
the Pakistan-based militant 
group Lashkar-e-Taiba, 
which provided training for 
the attack. He also said the 
evidence implicated at least 
20 people — most of them 
still at large in Pakistan — in 
the conspiracy to wage war 
against India. 


Those findings complicate 
recent efforts by the nuclear¬ 
armed neighbors to rekindle 
peace talks cut off after the 
attack. 

Since the verdict, demands 
have grown within India for 
Pakistan to do more to root 
out homegrown terror groups, 
some of which operate openly 
under the protection of 
provincial governments.Q 
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Iranians host dinner seeking to avert UN sanctions

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 
Iran’s foreign minister invited 
the United States and other 
members of the U.N. Security 
Council to dinner Thursday 
night, his nation’s latest high- 
profile attempt to avert more 
economic sanctions over its 
nuclear program. 

Western diplomats called 
it a rare move for a visiting 
dignitary such as Iranian 
Foreign Minister Manouchehr 
Mottaki to host a dinner for 
all the council’s 15 member 
nations. 

Diplomats in most cases said 
before the 2-hour dinner that 
they would be sending a senior 
official, not the top-ranking 
ambassador. However, many 
nations did indeed send their 
top-ranking ambassadors, 
some notable exceptions being 
the U.S., Britain, France and 
Russia. 

The occasion served as one of 
the highest-ranking contacts in 
recent years between the U.S. 


and Iran, which lack formal 
relations. Alejandro Wolff, the 
U.S. deputy ambassador to the 
U.N., was to attend. 

A spokesman for Iran’s U.N. 
mission, M. Bak Sahraei, 
told The Associated Press the 
dinner was being called “on the 
sidelines of (the) NPT review 
conference in New York.” 

A monthlong conference 
reviewing the Nuclear 
Nonproliferation Treaty is 
under way at the United 
Nations. The dinner coincided 
with Thursday’s launch of 
a billboard campaign by 
an advocacy group, United 
Against Nuclear Iran, which 
put up images in Times Square 
and Grand Central Station 
arguing no venue in New 
York should host the Iranians. 
The group is led by a former 
U.S. representative for U.N. 
management and reform in the 
previous Bush administration. 
The U.S. and some of its allies 
have argued that another round 
of sanctions is necessary to 
stop Iran’s nuclear program, 


which they contend is aimed 
at producing a bomb. Iran says 
its program is for peaceful 
purposes. 

Sahraei noted that Mottaki also 
“is holding several meetings 
with the heads of foreign 
delegations” on the sidelines 
of the NPT review conference, 
including nonaligned nations 
and Security Council member 
nations. Invited nations had 
said they expected the obvious: 
A continuation of President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinej ad ’ s 

offensive earlier this week 
against new economic and 
military sanctions. 

Ahmadinej ad, the only head 
of state to attend the NPT 
conference that opened at U.N. 
headquarters this past week, 
has been arguing that U.S.- 
Iran relations might never 
be repaired if new sanctions 
are imposed. He also has 
campaigned by paying visits 
to Security Council member 
countries such as China, 
Russia, Brazil and Uganda in 
recent months. 


But a U.S. official, who 
described the dinner at Iran’s 
U.N. Ambassador Mohammad 
Khazaee’s residence as 
“unusual,” said before the 
dinner began that Wolff would 
attend in hopes of hearing 
something new. 

“We see it as an opportunity 
for Iran to show the council 
that they’re prepared to play 
by the rules and meet their 
international obligations,” 
said the U.S. official, speaking 
on condition of anonymity 
because of the sensitivity of 
the diplomatic situation. 

The council’s five permanent 
members — the U.S., China, 
Russia, Britain and France 
— along with Germany have 
been holding talks on possible 
new sanctions against Iran for 
refusing to negotiate on its 
nuclear program. 

Russia and China still hope 
diplomacy will lead Iran to 
the negotiating table, and have 
indicated they will only agree 
to much weaker measures if 
Tehran refuses.

outside parliament, forcing 
police to use tear gas. 

In New York, the Dow Jones 
industrials plunged 1,000 
points in less than half an 
hour Thursday on fears that 
Greece’s debt problems could 
halt the global economic 
recovery. The Dow managed to 
recover two-thirds of its losses 
and close down 347 at 10,520. 
There were reports that the 
sudden drop was caused by a 
trader who mistyped an order 
to sell a large block of stock. 
The drop in that stock’s price 
was enough to trigger “sell” 
orders across the market. 

Still, the Dow was already 
down more than 200 points as 
traders watched protests in the 
streets of Athens on TV. 
Thursday’s clashes in Athens 
came a day after violent 
protests left three people dead 
after a bank was firebombed. 
Greek lawmakers voted 172- 
121 to approve the austerity 
measures — worth about 
€30 billion ($38.18 billion) 
through 2012 — that will slash 
pensions and civil servants’ 


pay and further hike consumer 
taxes. 

The rescue loans are aimed at 
containing the debt crisis and 
keeping Greece’s troubles from 
spreading to other countries 
with vulnerable state finances 
such as Portugal and Spain. 
The money will come from the 
International Monetary Fund 
and the 15 other governments 
whose countries use the euro. 
European governments 

are now scrambling to get 
parliamentary approval for the 
Greek loans. European leaders 
will meet about the issue in 
Brussels on Friday. 

Fears of Greek default have 
undermined the euro, and while 
the current package should 
keep Greece from immediate 
bankruptcy, its long-term 
prospects are unclear. The 
country’s growth prospects 
are weak, and the population’s 
willingness to accept cutbacks 
may wane, leading some 
economists to predict an 
eventual debt restructuring 
somewhere down the road. 
Opposition parties lambasted 
the government for imposing 
measures that are too harsh for 
the population to bear. 

“The dose of the medicine 
you are administering is in 
danger of killing the patient,” 
conservative opposition leader 
Antonis Samaras said. 

Clashes in Athens broke out 


at the end of a main protest 
that drew tens of thousands of 
people as police pushed back 
a few thousand demonstrators 
outside parliament. 

The violence was quickly 
contained with riot police firing 
tear gas at the protesters, who 
had earlier pelted them with 
stones, oranges and bottles. 
Several small fires burned in 
surrounding streets. No injuries 
or arrests were reported. 
Demonstrators banging drums 
and shouting anti-government 
slogans through bullhorns, 
unfurled a giant black 
banner outside parliament 
earlier Thursday. More than 
30,000 demonstrators filled 
downtown streets, chanting 
“They declared war. Now 
fight back.” 

Prime Minister George 
Papandreou expelled three 
Socialist deputies who 
dissented in the vote, reducing 
the party’s number of seats 
to 157 in the 300-member 
parliament. “We have done 
what was necessary, not what 
was easy,” Finance Minister 
George Papaconstantinou said 
after the vote. “Without these 
measures, we’d be thrown 
into the deepest recession this 
country has ever known.” 
Samaras also expelled a 
dissenting lawmaker, former 
Foreign Minister Dora 
Bakoyannis, reducing his 


share of parliamentary seats 
to 90. 

The bulk of Thursday’s protest 
— organized by the Greek 
Communist Party — quickly 
dispersed, leaving about 
5,000 demonstrators outside 
parliament before police 
pushed them back. 

Protester Thodoris Mougiakos 
said he was angry the IMF 
would control Greek finances. 
“It’s blackmail,” the 32-year- 
old engineer said. “There is 
money, but they spend it on 
things like armaments and 
businesses. The church has 
money too. If we had been 
drawing money from all these 


sources, we wouldn’t be in 
this situation now,” 

But the protest remained 
peaceful, in contrast with 
Wednesday’s rioting that left 
three people dead, 59 injured 
and 25 people arrested. Police 
said 50 stores, banks and 
offices were damaged and 
seven vehicles damaged or 
burned. Papaconstantinou 
said Greece would default 
on debt payments this month 
unless it received the bailout 
loans from the International 
Monetary Fund and 15 euro¬ 
zone countries that had 
remained divided for months 
on how to aid AthensQ

LOS ANGELES - In 1951, a 
newspaper hailed Betty White 
as “TV’s Busiest Gal” in a 
headline that merits recycling. 
Consider her latest itinerary: 
The actress flew from Los 
Angeles to Washington to 
attend the White House 
Correspondents Association 
dinner last Saturday; traveled 
to New York to host this 
weekend’s “Saturday Night 
Live,” and will return home 
to tape the new sitcom “Hot in 
Cleveland” starting Monday. 
Her age — she turned 88 in 
January — seems as irrelevant 
to her as it does to the fans 
and colleagues she continues 
to beguile, although White 
modestly downplays her

“I’ve been around so long 
— everyone grew up with me. 
I’m sort of a fixture. I’m not 
somebody they have to get to 
know; it’s just old Betty,” she 
says, interviewed at her home 
before heading to the East 
Coast. 

It takes all of a moment to be 
charmed by White. When a 
visitor says it’s a pleasure to 
meet her, White’s reply comes 
with precision timing. 

“We’ll soon fix that,” she 
warns, her bright blue eyes 
and dimpled smile an impish 
counterpoint. 

What’s not to love? 

“You can tell that Betty has 
always had a giggle in her 
heart,” says Wendie Malick, 
a star of TV Land’s “Hot in 


Cleveland,” which debuts 
June 16 with White as a sassy 
housekeeper. “You can just 
tell she’s approached her life 
with gratitude and joy.” 

“She’s so incredibly charming 
and, no matter what, she just 
shows up and you like her,” 
says “SNL” star Bill Hader. 
“There’s something very kind 
of amiable and charming, 
which can afford her to be 
very edgy in a way.” 

White relishes pushing the 
limits, whether playing the 
lustful Sue Ann Nivens on 
“The Mary Tyler Moore 
Show” or an uber-cougar in 
a “SNL” promo, in which 
she denies preying on 
young men — while a stud 
obediently dusts furniture in 
the background. 

In lesser hands, the scene 
would be nothing more than 
hackneyed mockery of an 
oldster who is the object 
of ridicule for daring to be 
sexual. But White’s adroit 
bravado goes beyond sex; this 
woman knows how to live. 
Her appearance on the NBC 
comedy show resulted from 
a campaign on Facebook that 
drew more than a half-million 
pleas for her to get the gig. 
That followed her killer Super 
Bowl ad with Abe Vigoda 
for Snickers, which followed 
her lively appearance with 
Sandra Bullock at the Screen 
Actors Guild awards at which 
White received a lifetime 
achievement honor.

Babies’ may have violated 
child labor laws

LOS ANGELES - The babies you see in the movies and on TV 
are total divas. 

California law requires it: Infants need a doctor’s note and 
legal permits before they can be stars. They’re only allowed on 
camera for 20 minutes a day. They must be accompanied by both 
a nurse and studio teacher — both paid for by the producers. 
The babies also need to be at least 15 days old. 

But the filmmakers behind “Babies,” a documentary in theaters 
Friday, say they didn’t have to worry about all that. They cast the 
film’s four international stars while they were still in the womb 
and filmed them unobtrusively in their natural environments, 
like “a wildlife film of human babies,” says producer Amandine 
Billot. 

Still, the film may have violated California’s tough child labor 
laws, since one of its young stars hails from the Golden State. 
The law is clear — it applies to any kind of film production 
using children in the state, including documentaries, says Toni 
Casala, founder of ChildrenInFilm.com, an online resource for 
parents and producers who want kids on camera. 

Presented without narration or dialogue, “Babies” follows four 
infants from around the world from birth until their first steps. 
Viewers see Ponijao and her traditional life among the Himba 
culture in Namibia; Bayarjargal, the son of nomads in Mongolia; 
Mari, growing up in the heart of Tokyo; and Hattie, a baby girl 
in San Francisco. 

Director Thomas Balmes says he wanted to show the 
universality of parental love and children’s development, 
despite geographical and cultural differences.□ 
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Stocks extend plunge on concerns about Greece

NEW YORK - It was a 
painful flashback to the 
darkest days of 2008: 
Stocks plunged and the 
Dow Jones industrials 
skidded by hundreds of 
points as traders succumbed 
to fears that Greece’s debt 
problems would halt the 
global economic recovery. 
The Dow lost almost 1,000 
points before recovering 
to a loss of 505 as traders 
watched protests in the 
streets of Athens on TV. 
Protestors raged against 
austerity measures passed 
by theGreekparliament. But 
traders were not comforted 
by the fact that Greece 
seemed to be working 
towards a resolution of its 
debt problems. Instead, they 
focused on the possibility 
that other European 
countries would also run 
into trouble, and that the 
damage to their economies 
could spread to the U.S. 
Computer trading 

intensified the losses as 
programs designed to sell 
stocks at a specified level 
kicked in. Traders use those 
programs to try to limit their 
losses when the market 
is falling. And the selling 
only led to more selling as 
prices fell. 



“I think the machines just 
took over. There’s not a 
lot of human interaction,” 
said Charlie Smith, chief 
investment officer at Fort 
Pitt Capital Group. “We’ve 
known that automated 
trading can run away from 
you, and I think that’s what 
we saw happen today.” 
There were reports that a 
technical glitch hastened 
the selling. Stock in the 
consulting firm Accenture 
fell to 4 cents after closing 
at $42.17 on Wednesday. 
It was priced at about $41 
in the last half-hour of 
trading. 

New York Stock Exchange 
spokesman Raymond 
Pellecchia said he was 
unaware of any problems 
with the exchange’s trading 
systems but was looking into 
whether an error occurred. 
Even if there were technical 
issues, emotions about 
the world economy were 


running high. Down 
998.50 points in its largest 
point drop ever, the Dow 
recovered to a loss of 505. 
Meanwhile, interest rates 
on Treasurys soared as 
traders sought the safety 
of U.S. government debt. 
The yield on the benc hm ark 
10-year note, which moves 
oppoosite its price, fell 
to 3.39 percent from late 
Wednesday’s 3.54 percent. 
“The market is now realizing 
that Greece is going to go 
through a depression over 
the next couple of years,” 
said Peter Boockvar, equity 
strategist at Miller Tabak. 
“Europe is a major trading 
partner of ours, and this 
threatens the entire global 
growth story.” 

The stock market has had 
periodic bouts of anxiety 
about the European 
economies during the 
past few months. They 
have intensified over the

The losses in stocks were 


so widespread that just 139 
stocks rose on the New York 
Stock Exchange, compared 
to 3,029 that fell. The major 
indexes were all down more

Hall of Fame pitcher 
Robin Roberts dies at 83

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — 
Robin Roberts, the tireless 
Hall of Fame pitcher who 
led the Philadelphia Phillies 
to the 1950 National League 
pennant as part of the famed 
“Whiz Kids,” died Thursday. 
He was 83. 

Roberts died at his Florida 
home of natural causes, the 
Phillies said, citing son Jim. 
The right-hander was the 
most productive pitcher in the 
National League in the first 
half of the 1950s, topping the 
league in wins from 1952 to 


1955, innings pitched from 
‘51 to ‘55 and complete games 
from ‘52 to ‘56. 

He won 286 games and put 
together six consecutive 20- 
win seasons. Roberts had 
45 career shutouts, 2,357 
strikeouts and a lifetime 
ERA of 3.41. He pitched 305 
complete games, but also gave 
up more home runs than any 
other major league pitcher. 
Phillies pitcher Jamie Moyer 
is on the verge of breaking that 
mark. The 47-year-old Moyer 
has given up 498 homers, 
seven fewer than Roberts. 

“He was a boyhood hero of 


mine,” team president David 
Montgomery said. “Then I 
had a chance to meet him 
personally. I remember 
pinching myself knowing I 
was talking to Robin Roberts. 
His career and stats speak 
for themselves. But first and 
foremost he was a friend and 
we’ll miss him badly.” 
Roberts, the son of immigrants 
from Wales, played in an era 
when pitchers expected to go 
the distance. Put it this way: 
In the past 25 years, Phillies 
pitchers threw a total of 300 
complete games — five fewer 
than Roberts all by himself.

Holmes, Allenby share lead at Players Championship

PONTE VEDRA BEACH, 
Florida (AP) — J.B. 
Holmes and Australia’s 
Robert Allenby shared the 
Players Championship 
lead at 6-under 66 after the 
opening round Thursday. 
Coming off the worst 
performance of his career, 
Tiger Woods survived a 
rugged start and made his 
only bogey on the final hole 
for a 2-under 70 at the TPC 
Sawgrass. 

Holmes and Allenby 
were a stroke ahead of 
eight players, including 
England’s Lee Westwood 
and 49-year-old Kenny 
Perry. In muggy conditions 
with only a swirling breeze 
late in the day, 36 players 
broke 70, the most for 
the opening round of this 
tournament since 1994. 

“It was a fun day, one 
of those rounds where 
everything was going pretty 
good,” said Holmes, who 
played bogey-free and only 
once came close to making 
a bogey. “It’s kind of one 
of those rounds where it’s 
not easy, but it felt pretty 
easy.” Allenby played in 
the afternoon, when the 
breeze kicked up, and only 
had one lapse with a three- 
putt on the par-3 eighth. 
Conditions were perfect 
for low scoring, and the 
Stadium Course allows for 
that with reachable par 5 s 
and a few hole locations 
in areas that could be 
attacked. 

“Greens were a bit slow out 
there, definitely quite soft 
after the rain that we’ve had 
the last couple of days,” 
Allenby said. “It definitely 
made it very accessible, 
some of those flags. I’m 
happy with the start, just 
happy to be amongst it.”

Francesco Molinari of Italy 
had a chance to join the 
leaders until he chopped 
up the par-5 ninth hole 
for a bogey and joined the 
large group at 68. Those 
at 69 included Jim Furyk 
and Vijay Singh, along 
with Davis Love III, who 
showed that even a benign 
Sawgrass still has some 
bite. He was tied for the 
lead until making bogeys 
on the last three holes. 
Masters champion Phil 
Mickelson, who has a 
chance to be No. 1 in the 
world for the first time 
with a victory and Woods 
finishing out of the top five, 
didn’t play his best but still 
managed a 70. 

“Shooting 70 today isn’t 
the round that you want,” 
Mickelson said. “We came 
out in perfect conditions. 
There wasn’t much wind, 
the greens were receptive, 
and there were a lot of low 
scores. But the reason I 
think this was a good day 


for me is I just didn’t have 
it. So tomorrow if I can 
come out and get hot and 
shoot something in the mid- 
60s, I can get back in the 
tournament.” 

That usually isn’t a problem 
for Woods, although last 
week at Quail Hollow 
raised several questions 
about whether his head was 
in the game with so much 
going on in his personal 
life. Woods had his second- 
highest round (79) and the 
worst 36-hole score (153) 
of his career to miss the cut 
by eight shots. 

Then came practice rounds 
that didn’t look much 
better. 

“I’ve felt like I’ve done 
some good work this week, 
even though reports are I 
was hitting all over the lot,” 
Woods said. “But I was 
working on a few things. I 
was very comfortable with 
what I was working toward, 
and I was very excited 
about what was happening. 


It was just a matter of doing 
it in competition. And I did 
it today.” 

A few pars saved the day 
— one after a hooked tee 
shot into the trees, another 
when he fanned a shot to 
the right into the bunker on 
No. 4, then made an 8-foot 
par putt after hitting another 
bunker. And nothing looked 
worse than a 3-wood that he 
popped up on No. 7, barely 
reaching the fairway and 
having to hit a 5-wood for 
his second shot on a par 4. 
He got up-and-down for 
par, and two holes later, 
gave a light but meaningful 
fist pump when he hit 5- 
wood to a tucked green on 
the par-5 ninth to 18 feet for 
a two-putt birdie. 

He only hit one bad shot the 
rest of the round, but it led 
to a recovery shot that his 
caddie opposed. 

Woods pulled his 5-wood 
on the short 12th hole smack 
into a sawgrass bush, the ball 
suspended a few inches off 


the ground. Steve Williams 
suggested that he declare 
an unplayable lie and take 
a penalty shot. 

“That was a hit-and-hope,” 
Woods said. 

He went to another bush to 
simulate how the ball might 
come out. As he stood over 
the shot, Williams was still 
pointing to the grass behind 
him as a good place to drop. 
Woods ignored him, never 
taking his eyes off the shot. 
“It was a very, very low 
percentage shot,” Williams 
said. “If he takes the drop, 
the worst he can make 
is 5. He could have hit it 
anywhere. He could have 
whiffed it. But he said, ‘I 
think I can hit this.’” 

Woods hit it to the front of 
the green, chipped to 5 feet 
and made his par. His only 
bogey came on the 18th, 
when his 5-wood had too 
much draw and took a hard 
hop left into the water. He 
turned and cursed twice, 
then began the long walk 
up the fairway to figure out 
where to drop. There went 
Woods’ hope of breaking 
70 in the opening round at 
Sawgrass for the first time 
in his career. 

Woods sounded optimistic 
afterplaying only his seventh 
round of competition since 
Nov. 15. 

“It takes time to get into 
the rhythm of competing, 
and it takes tournaments,” 
he said. “And I haven’t had 
a lot of tournaments under 
my belt.” 

This was on a gentle course. 
Perhaps the most telling 
part of the round was the 
big numbers — or lack of 
them. Greg Owen hit two 
in the water on the 17th and 
made a quadruple-bogey 7 
that ruined his round of 73, 
while the highest score was 
a 78 by Daniel Chopra.Q

Recognize austerity measures are unavoidable 



ORANJESTAD—There are a 
number of decisions that need 
to be taken in Aruba that may 
affect all, particularly public 
workers. While public workers 
expect to receive cost of living 
increases on their salaries, the 
government just announced a 
record breaking deficit on its 
budget, as well as a major fall 
out in the public employee 


retirement fund. 

This is also why the government 
hopes to reach anational dialogue 
with all parties, including the 
employees’ representatives to 
reach to common goals, carried 
by all stakeholders. 

It is clear to everyone that 
the staggering budget deficit, 
of over 300 million florins 
will require drastic measures 


that may include sacrifices. 
However, the extension of those 
sacrifices is still unclear and 
the question remains whether 
unions are even willing to 
accept them. 

The National Dialogue 
Committee was called to life 
by the government a few weeks 
ago, with the objective to meet 
with the various stakeholders 
and conduct fact findings to 
enable a smoother transition 
toward a national dialogue. The 
committee however stumbled 
quickly onto a roadblock set up 
by the labor unions, who were 
upset they were not consulted on 
the agenda of future meetings. 
But this week, the impasse 
was broken and the committee 
met with representatives of the 
labor unions during to discuss 
particularly the issues that the 
parties will be deliberating on. 


Aruban Resort now owned by 
Abura Development Corn. 



ORANJESTAD - The Aruban 
Resort was sold yesterday 
to the Abura Development 
Corporation for 36 million 
florins (20 million dollars), 
during an auction at the 
Renaissance Convention 
Center. Abura Development 
Company is a local subsidiary 
of the investment company 
Icahn Partners. The company 
was the sole bidder for the 
resort that went bankrupt last 
year. 


The auction followed a 
decision of the Courts here 
on Tuesday, to allow the sale 
of the resort, requested by the 
Aruban Resort and Casino 
Eagle Beach Cooperative 
Association, against previous 
mortgage holder, the 
Wellsfargo Bank Association. 
Icahn Partners were also part 
of the suit, as co owners in 
the cooperative association. 
The motive of the cooperative 
association to demand the 


auction sale, was the secure the 
unsold timeshare units, which 
Wellsfargo Bank Association 
wanted to claim. 

Icahn Partners is owned by 
hedge fund billionaire Carl 
Icahn, brought Wellsfargo 
Bank Association and now 
plans to continue with the 
development of the hotel, as 
well as to rebuilt and operate 
the casino. The objective is 
for the renovated casino to 
support the hotel operation. 
Five out of the 36 million will 
be spent to pay outstanding 
debt, including back taxes, 
lawyers say. The company will 
now appoint a management 
team to operate The Aruban 
Resort. 

Members of the Cooperative 
Association and employees 
of the resort expressed joy 
with the sale as it will herald 
a period of stability, after 
months of uncertainty and 
fear.Q 



The meeting took place at the 
Central Bank of Aruba. 

The parties identified issues

consensus with all concerned 
parties, namely the labor and 
employers ’ organizations 
on the island. “All austerity 
measure will eventually affect 
the economic power of the 
working class,” Valdes said. 
And before committing to any 
step to help alleviate the current 
financial stress, union members 
have to be consulted first, he 
emphasized. 

The final report on the meeting 
this week will be also presented 
to members, followed then by 
the setting of a date for the start 
of the national dialogue. 

The government wanted this to 
take place no later than June, but 
it is up to the union members to 
decide whether they approve 
the agenda or not.Q

Congress finally fix homeland 
security oversightP

Washington - A bomb in Times Square? Terrorists trying to kill 
us? 

That isn’t news. In fact, there have been at least 30 known 
terrorist plots against the United States since 9/11. New York 
City has been a target eight of those times. 

So if terrorists keep trying to attack us, why is Congress still 
operating the same way it did on Sept. 10, 2001? 

One of the 41 key recommendations of the 9/11 commission was 
to streamline congressional oversight of homeland security. The 
commission recognized that too many layers of bureaucracy in 
the halls of Congress would impede the development of smart 
security policies. 

You would think Congress would embrace such a simple task 
wholeheartedly. In fact, many members have spoken out about 
the need to reform the oversight system. Both Democrats 
and Republicans have pushed for change. Everyone seems to 
know it’s a problem, but neither party’s leadership has taken 
any steps to solve it. In fact, instead of decreasing the number 
of committees, subcommittees, and commissions with these 
powers, the number has actually increased to 108 entities with 
oversight over the Department of Homeland Security (DHS). 
Department officials, frustrated with the process, have often 
complained about the oversight structure in terms of workload, 
emphasizing the number of hours spent responding to 
congressional inquiries, phone calls, and e-mails - hours they 
say could be spent making DHS a better department. 

While this is certainly a valid criticism, the problem is much 
bigger. The chaotic oversight structure has lead to conflicting 
priorities - with one committee telling DHS to go in one 
direction, and another committee recommending an entirely 
different course. For example, when it comes to whether the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) should be 
within the Department of Homeland Security or be elevated to a 
cabinet-level agency, the House Homeland Security Committee 
has supported keeping FEMA in the department, while House 
Transportation and Infrastructure Committee has pushed for it to 
be taken out. Such turmoil affects the morale of the department. 
But it also diminishes the likelihood that truly necessary reforms 
at DHS will receive enough attention. 

What’s worse is that the competition among these many 
committees, subcommittees, and commissions has produced 
“overkill” legislation that meets political needs but doesn’t 
make Americans safer. Some of these bills have become law, 
and DHS is now required to execute them. □ 


In GOP Races, It’s NRSC 
Against Sen. OelHint

Jim DeMint is running for a second term 
this year representing South Carolina in the 
United States Senate. But his focus seems 
to be elsewhere, as the conservative senator 
campaigns not for himself, but for a handful of 
Republican candidates running in many cases 
against the hand-picked choice of his national 
party. 

On Tuesday, the National Republican 
Senatorial Committee got its man in Indiana, 
as former Sen. Dan Coats won the Republican 
primary. Finishing a strong second was Marlin 
Stutzman, a state senator endorsed by DeMint. 
“This was his first statewide race and he was 
opposed by the Washington establishment. 
Yet he exceeded all expectations with an 
unwavering commitment to conservative 
principles,” DeMint said in a statement after 
the votes were counted. 

Undeterred by the loss, DeMint made an 
even bigger play Wednesday. His Senate 
Conservatives Fund weighed in to an even 
more high profile race, picking ophthalmologist 
Rand Paul in the Kentucky Senate race rather 
than Secretary of State Trey Grayson, endorsed 
just the day before by Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell. 

It was a surprising move since just days earlier 
DeMint had signaled he wasn’t interested 
in weighing in, saying he didn’t want to 
antagonize his party’s leader. That changed 
when McConnell made his support public. 

“He’s not a career politician and he’s got the 
guts to stand up to the massive spending, 


bailouts, and debt that are being forced on us 
in Washington,” DeMint said in announcing 
his backing. “Senator McConnell and I are on 
different sides in this race but I support him as 
our leader.” 

Though the NRSC won Tuesday, DeMint can 
argue he already had a victory of his own. 
DeMint was one of the first party leaders 
outside of Florida to endorse Marco Rubio 
over Charlie Crist in the Senate primary there. 
Only months later, when Rubio reversed a 30- 
point deficit did other Republicans join him in 
forcing Crist to abandon the race and run as an 
independent. 

DeMint’s Senate Conservatives Fund has 
endorsed four other candidates with contested 
GOP primaries, but only two of them are at 
odds with the national party. In Colorado, he’s 
backing Weld County District Attorney Ken 
Buck instead of former Lt. Gov. Jane Norton. 
In California, he’s endorsed Assemblyman 
Chuck DeVore, instead of former Rep. Tom 
Campbell or former HP CEO Carly Fiorina. 
His support is likely more likely to affect the 
result in Colorado. 

DeMint can afford to play in these other races 
given that he faces only token opposition back 
home. Elected in 2004 in a contentious race 
against then-Education Superintendent Inez 
Tenenbaum, DemMint has since notched a 
reliably conservative record in the deeply red 
state. This election is his last for the Senate, 
since he’s pledged to only serve two terms. 
But his advocacy for candidates outside the 
Palmetto State has some convinced his electoral 
career is not nearly through.^

El BCE preciso que no habia 
considerado la compra de 
deuda para frenar la caida 
del euro, lo que hundio a la 
moneda unica frente al dolar y 
arrastro consigo a las divisas 
y a los mercados bursatiles de 
la region.

La advertencia de viaje emitida por el 
Departamento de Estado, exhorta a los 
estadounidenses a posponer los viajes 
prescindibles a las ciudades de Ciudad Juarez, 
en el estado norteno de Chihuahua; Guadalupe 
Bravo, en el noroeste de ese mismo estado, y 
a Culiacan, capital estatal de Sinaloa, en la 
parte noroccidental del pais. 

Tambien los invita a mantener una cautela 
extrema en el estado centro-occidental de 
Michoacan, especialmente en las zonas no 
turisticas; y en la zona noroeste del estado 
sureno de Guerrero. El documento llama a 
evitar a toda costa la carretera que comunica 
Ciudad Altamirano con el complejo turistico 
Ixtapa-Zihuatanejo en la costa de Guerrero. 
“El crimen y la violencia son problemas serios. 
Sibienlamayoriade las victimas de la violencia 
son ciudadanos mexicanos relacionados a la 
actividad criminal, la situacion de seguridad 
tambien presenta graves riesgos para los 
ciudadanos estadounidenses”, senala. La 


advertencia subraya la importancia de viajar 
solamente durante el dia y por las carreteras 
pagas, llamadas de cuota. Y menciona que los 
empleados de la embajada estadounidense 
tienen prohibido tomar taxis en las calles de 
Ciudad de Mexico, para prevenir los asaltos. 
El Departamento de Estado extendio ademas 
la autorizacion para el retiro de las familias del 
personal consular en las ciudades de Tijuana, 
Nogales, Ciudad Juarez, Nuevo Laredo, 
Monterrey y Matamoros, todas en el norte 
de Mexico. La admonicion estadounidense 
mas reciente sobre la inseguridad en Mexico 
habia sido emitida el 12 de abril, dias despues 
de que una granada estallo en el consulado 
estadounidense en Nuevo Laredo.
